TO  ALL  CLCJB  GROUPS: 

For  a number  of  years  our  museum  has  exercised  a liberal  policy  toward  the 
clubs  meeting  within  our  building,  only  for  a short  period  during  the  year 
following  1930,  making  any  charge  for  janitorial  fees.  We  have  temporarily 
housed  several  clubs  in  our  new  building  and  sought  to  assist  each  in 
finding  facilities.  This  we  have  done  because  we  have  enjoyed  promoting 
study  clubs  conducting  researches  and  studies  similar  to  those  of  the 
museum  itself. 

The  rising  cost  of  maintenance,  however,  necessitates  a reconsideration  of 
our  situation,  since  we  have  been  given  no  special  fund  for  club  expenses. 
Certain  groups  making  a study  of  our  contributions  to  the  clubs  believe  that 
we  should  not  continue  the  practise  of  underwriting  club  costs,  but  ask  each 
club  to  meet,  at  least  partially,  the  cost  of  supplying  guards  and  janitors. 

To  clubs  that  have  the  welfare  of  the  museum  in  mind  and  which  do  not  look 
upon  the  museum  merely  as  a free  place  in  which  to  meet,  we  can  offer 
facilities  at  very  nominal  rates,  but  it  is  believed  that  clubs  whose  subjects 
bear  no  relation  to  the  field  of  the  Museum,  (natural  science  and  social 
science) , should  reimburse  the  Museum  Commission  with  the  regular  fee 
charged  such  organizations. 

Please  note  that  the  Commission  feels  that  when  there  are  to  be  refreshments 
or  luncheons  the  staff  should  be  notified  in  advance  and  that  there  should 
be  a fee  for  the  use  of  the  dishes.  Note  also  that  the  Commission  feels 
that  there  should  be  no  smoking  in  the  large  lecture  hall  and  none  in  any 
exhibit  hall.  Extra  cleaning  due  to  the  use  of  tobacco  will  be  charged  for. 

No  liquor  is  to  be  brought  into  the  building. 

The  enclosed  schedule  of  cost  rates  is  uniform  with  that  of  the  Public 
Library,  though  it  is  believed  that  actual  costs  are  much  higher  in  the 
museum. 


TO  ALL  CLUB  GROUPS: 
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We  trust  that  each  club  will  find  the  rates  acceptable  and  just  under  the 
circumstances  since  the  museum  is  under  no  obligation  to  supply  free  facilities 
or  to  pay  janitorial  or  other  fees  incident  to  the  meeting  of  non-museum  groups. 
We  are  glad  to  assist  and  sponsor  all  clubs  that  become  a constituent  part  of 
the  museum* s regular  work  and  which  pursue  interests  closely  allied  to  the 
museum  program  of  exhibit  and  research.  Non-af filiated  organizations,  however, 
are  numerous  and  the  pressure  now  placed  upon  us  to  receive  and  service  them 
without  cost  is  heavy. 

We  are  enclosing  an  application  form  which  we  request  be  returned  to  the  museum 
office  by  September  7,  1942.

Meeting  Rooms  in  Bausch  Hall 


USES:  These  rooms  are  primarily  for  meetings  conducted  or  sponsored  by  the 

Museum,  but  they  may  be  rented  under  certain  conditions  by  other  organizations. 
They  are  not  public  halls  for  general  use,  entertainment,  or  money- raising,  but 
are  for  gatherings  of  a scientific,  literary,  civic,  cultural,  or  educational 
character  not  connected  with  partisan,  political,  or  religious  groups.  Some  are 
equipped  for  use  for  recitals,  musical  affairs,  but  not  for  dances  or  dramatic 
productions,  except  by  our  staff,  though  the  auditorium  has  a screen  and  equip- 
ment for  showing  slides  and  16  mm.  The  rooms  are  not  available  on'  Sundays  or 
holidays  since  the  Museum  is  closed  on  these  days,  (summer  schedule) . 

RESERVATION  AND  APPLICATION:  Rooms  are  assigned  according  to  a schedule  for 

one  meeting  at  a time  and  not  for  continuous  use,  except  upon  yearly  registra- 
tion. Applications  are  made  in  advance  to  the  Director,  Rochester  Museum  of 
Arts  and  Sciences,  657  East  Avenue,  on  forms  provided  for  the  purpose.  Full 
information  requested  on  the  card  should  be  given. 

USES:  Because  the  use  of  the  rooms  is  an  expense  to  the  Museum,  the  following 

charges  are  made: 

Auditorium,  First  Floor,  seating  235  (No  smoking) 

Morning  or  Afternoon  $4.00  (Plus  all  extras) 

Evening  $6.00  (Non-affiliates  $20.00) 

Conference  Rooms,  Basement,  Second,  and  Third  Floors,  seating  25  and  50 
Morning  or  Afternoon  $ .50  to  $1.00  (Plus  all  extras) 

Evening  $1.00 

Dishes  $ .02  each 

Regular  orderly  service  in  the  building  ceases  at  5:00  p.m. , but  service  can  be 
provided  after  this  hour  at  a rate  of  65#  an  hour.  A check  room  is  available 
for  the  auditorium,  and  check  room  attendants  can  be  supplied,  if  desired,  at 
65#  an  hour  each. 

Fees  must  be  paid  to  the  Finance  Department  of  the  Museum  and  no  engagement  will 
be  considered  binding  until  the  fee  has  been  received.  Checks  should  be  made 
out  to  the  Municipal  Museum  Commission. 


REGULATIONS:  No  smoking  or  unnecessary  noise  is  permitted  in  accordance  with 

the  Museum  rules,.  No  refreshments  may  be  served  unless  arranged  for  in  advance. 
No  tipping  is  allowed.  All  persons  must  have  left  Ifche  building  by  10:30  p.m. 
Extra  fee  after  this  hour  at  two  cents  a minute.  An  organization  engaging  a 
room  is  held  responsible  for  any  damage  done  to  the  building  or  its  contents 
by  anyone  attending  the  meeting.  All  publicity  must  carry  the  announcement 
of  the  place  of  meeting  as  the  Rochester  Museum  of  Arts  and  Sciences.

The  692  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Numismatic  Association  was 
called  ta  order  at  8:10  P.  M,  by  President  prd--tem- .Newell-.:'  There 
were  12  members  and  one  visitor  present. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  ware  read  and  accepted  as 
read. 

Items  from  the  correspondence  file  which  had  accumulated  since 
the  previous  meeting  were  read. 

There  was  no  unfinished  business. 

Thfere  were  no  reports  of  committees. 

Under  the  head  of  new  business  Mr.  Lindboe  reported  that  he  had 
seen  Mr.  Prince,  that  Mr.  Prince  wasbusy  and  that  he  would  be 
in  attendance  before  long.  Both  Mr.  Me inhart  and  Mr.  Hutchinson 
reported  that  they  had  called  on  Mr  Amberg  at  the  Genesee  Hospital 
and  that  was  much. better  and  was  up.  Mr.  Sunday  reported  that 
Mr.  Earzinski  had  entered  the  U.  S.  Service  and  had  beeh  assigned 
to  a Naval  Construction  Unit. 

Mr.  Poster,  who  eleven  years  ago  was  librarian  of  the  A.  N.  A. 
passed  out  to  club  members  a set  of  Numismatic  Maxims  For 
Beginners  which  he  had  had  left  over.  He  stated  that  he  had 
sent  one  of  these  copies  to  all  new  A.  N.  A.  members. 

Mr.  Poster  exhibited  an  impression  of  the  Great  Seal  of  the 
Confederacy.  He  stated  that  this  had  been  made  in  England 
before  the  seal  was  shipped. 

A visitor,  Leonard  A.  Bloom,  son  of  our  Barney  Bloom  was  introduced. 

The  president  noted  that  Billy  Sunday  was  present. 

Mr.  Bauer  introduced  a discussion  of  electrotypes  of  United  States 
coins,  stating  that  a set  of  the  rare  U.  S.  half  cents  had  been 
recently  offered  for  sale  and  that  these  were  electrotypes.  Mr. 
Bauer  raised  the  question  of  their  legality  on  the  basis  that  they 
could  be  considered  as  counterfeits.  He  stated  that  these  coin 
reproductions  used  to  have  to  be  shown  to  the  U.  S.  Secret  Service. 
Mr.  Bauer  stated  that  it  was  possible  to  tell  an  electrotype  on 
the  following  bases:  1.  where  joined;  2,  weight;  3.  presence  of 
pimples  if  not  well  done;  4.  color.  After  some  discussion  it 
was  decided  that  the  practice  was  dangerous  to  numismatics, 
particularly  if  good  electrotypes  were  accepted  as  genuine  coins. 


The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  Mr.  Poster. 

Whereas,  recently  it  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Rochester  Numismatic  Association  that  electrotypes  of  United 
Stated  coins  were  being  offered  for  sale  , and 
Whereas,  this  practice  is  dangerous  to  the  well  being  of  the 
Numismatics  if  such  electrotypes  are  accepted  as  genuine, . 

Be  it  therefore  resolved  that  the  Rochester  Numismatic 
Association  oppose  this  practice  of  making  and  selling 
electrotypes  of  United  States  coins  since  this  practice  is 
detrimental  to  Numismatics  and  further  apparently  breaks  the 
counterfeit  law. 

It  was  moved  by  Poster  and  seconded  by  Sunday  and  carried  that 
the  secretary  be  instructed  to  sent  a copy  of  the  above 
resolution  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governers  of  the 
American  Numismatic  Association  with  a request  that  it  be 
published  in  the  Numismatist • 

Hr  Newell  stated  that  .the  Hobby  Council  had  taken  up  the  matter 
of  the  10:30  closing  time  with  Dr  Parker  and  had  received  a 
letter  which  suggested  that  closing  the  Museum  at  11  P„  M, 
might  be  possible  and  could  be  taken  for  granted  unless 
a notification  of  adverse  action  was  received. 

The  visitors’  night  of  November  17  was  discussed.  Plans 
were  made  and  matured.  Mr.  Poster  offered  to  prepare  an 
auction  list  if  the  members  would  send  him  the  list  of  the 
materials  they  had  to  offer. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned  to  the  auction  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Sunday, 

After  the  auction  Mr.  Newell  gave  his  demonstration  of  the 
making  of  lantern  slides  of  coins  by  the  impression  method.

The  695  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Numismatic  Association  was 
called  to  order  by  President  Meinhart  at  8:25  P.  M.  with  16 
members  and  one  visitor  present. 

The  minutes  were  approved  as  read. 

Items  accumulated  in  the  correspondence  file  were  read. 

Under  the  head  of  old  business  it  was  moved  by  Mr.  Newell, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Al.  Plumb  that  the  A.  N.  A.  dues  for  the 
year  1942-1943  be  paid.  Carried. 

Mr.  Place  reported  for  the  Entertainment  Committee  that  the 
costs  of  the  Ladies  Nite  were  $2.45.  It  was  moved  by  Mr  Poster 
seconded  by  Mr.  Bloom  that  these  costs  be  paid.  Carried.

specimen  of  a new  $20.00  bond  of  the  Spanish- American  Was 
which  was  still  redeitmable/ 

MT.  Place  reported  for  the  Banquet  Committee.  MT  Meinhart 
added  by  way  of. emphasis  that  the  price  was  only  25^  more 
that  last  year,  from  $1.50  to  $1.75,  that-the  added  cost 
should  be  no  burden,  and  that  the  Hotel  Sgneca  was  centrally 
located  being  near  all  bus  lines.

' illustrative  of  Russian  Art. 

Mr  Bloom  exhibited  three  medals,  the  first,  a German  Iron  Cross 
made  from  ballast  from  the  submarine,  Deutschland,  the  second, 
a medal  which  commemorated  from  the  German  point  of  view,  the 
"watch  an  Rhine"  of  the  American  troops  after  the  armistice,  and 
the  third,  a medal  commemorating  the  opening  of  the  Manama  Canal. 

Mr.  Place  exhibited  a masonic  medal. 

Mr.  Poster  exhibited  his  Bar  Cent.  He  also  exhibited  a book, 
"Early  Coins  of  America"by  Crosbie.  Mr.  Foster  discussed  the 
Bar  Cent  using  the  book  to  drive  home  the  differences  between 
the  genuine  cent  and  the  counterfeit  copies. 

The  secretary  was  instructed  to  send  for  a copy  of  the  December 
issue  of  the  Numismatist  since  our  copy  is  defective,  having 
some  pages  missing. 

Mr.  Kolb  exhibited  a medal  of  Preble  Commemorating  the  expedition 
which  he  led  in  1804  to  Tripoli  and  Morrocco.  He  also  exhibited 
an  electrotype  of  the  same  to  show'  the  difference  between  the 
genuine  and  the  electrotype. 

Mr.  Bloom  discussed  his  topic  of  "Numismatic  Highlights"  and 
exhibited  the  Boise  paper  penny  which  the  United  Stated  govern- 
ment has  ruled  to  be  illegal.

Dr.- Cady  iK^d,  seconded  by  Mr.  Place  that  the  club  purchase 
a Series  F $100.00  United  States  War  Savings  Bond  for  the  sum 
(purchase  price  of  $74.00)  to  be  placed  in  the  Medal  Fund  as  a 
reserve  to  be  made  available  for  the  striking  of  the  bronze 
presidential  medals  to  replace  those  now  struck  in  plastic  when 
bronze  again  becomes  available.  Carried. 

The  meeting  adjourned  to  the  auction  with  Mr.  Hutchinson  as 
the  auctioneer  of  the  evening.

The  fact  is  that 
the  dues  of  the  club  now  are  3.50  per  year  which  sum  includes 
the  medal . This  should  be  made  of  bronze  but  due  to  war  conditions 
this  is  impos  ible.  "’ho  club  therefore  took  action  to  substitute 
a token  medal  of  plastic  in  lieu  of  the  bronze  and  by  vote  ordered 
that  any  member  who  is  eligible  to  rpceive  a plastic  medal  at  this 
time  may  if  they  so  elect  get  a bronze  copy  at  a later  date  after 
the  war  =hen  bronze  again  becomes  available  upon  payment  of  an 
additional  sum  of  50  : which  sum  is  the  cost  of  the  plastic.  The 
club  did  not  vote  to  refund  dues.  Phis  action  makes  possible  the 
continued  issuance  of  the  yearly  presidents  modal  which  practice  is 
unique  in  the  annals  of  loc  1 numismatic  clubs.

The  706,  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Numismatic  Association 
was  called  to  order  by  President  Meinhart  at  8$45  P.  M. 
with  19  members  and  2 visitors  present* 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  approved  as  read* 

Items  from  the  correspondence  file  accumulated  since  the 
last  meeting  were  read* 

Mr  Foster  reporting  for  the  Exhibits  Committee  stated  the 
club  had  two  exhibits  in  the  Museum,  namely  the  Summer  ill 
Exhibit  of  Transportation  Tokens  and  an  Exhibit  of  Millitary 
Decorations, 

Mr.  Foster  reported  in  the  matter  of  the  sale  of  locks 
belonging  to  the  club  to  the  Museum*  Mr.  Foster  stated  that 
the  Museum  had  purchased  20  of  the  locks  belonging  to  the 
club  which  were  all  keyed  to  the  same  key  and  that  an 
order  had  been  made  to  pay  the  club  $44*10  for  these  locks. 
Mr.  Foster  stated  that  he  had  retained  14  of  the  locks 
for  the  use  of  the  club,  and  that  these  were  in  addition  to 
those  sold  to  the  Museum. 

Mr.  Hutchinson  reported  that  he  had  located  the  six  portable 
cases  belonging  to  the  club,  that  Hiss  Capitano  had  reported 
to  him  that  the  head  orderly  o the  Museum  had  them  and  that 
they  could  be  taken  out  for  use  at  any  time* 

It  was  reported  that  Mr.  Place  was  absent  since  he  had  to 
work  at  the  bank  in  clearing  up  the  0.  P.  A.  coupon  situation 

Mr,  Kolb  showed  a finished  copy  of  the  New  Meinhart  Medal 
in  lead.  The  club  ordered  50  plastic  copies  of  this  medal, 
price  to  be  determined,  and  an  additional  silver  copy  for 
Mr.  Bauer  at  a cost  of  approximately  $4.00  It  is  understood 
that  Mr.  Meinhart  may  order  as  many  addltdonal  copies  for 
his  personal  use  as  he  desires. 

Mr  Bloom,  head  of  the  Research  Department,  stated  that  the 
currency  problem  worries  the  Japanese  particularly  in  the 
Dutch  conquored  territories,  that  there  are  three  kinds  of 
currency  in  circulation  and  that  the  Japs  aim  to  force  all 
the  old  local  pre-war  currency  out  of  circulation, 

Mr.  Meinhart  stated  that  proof  coins  were  definitely  in  great 
demand  and  the  prices  were  up* 
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Minutes  for  June  1,  1943  continued 

Mr*  Me inhart  introduced  a visitor,  Ll&ut*  C.  A.  Meyers  of 
1126  Dewey  Ave,  who  is  a lifetime  numismatist*  Lieut*  Meyers 
stated  that  numismatics  was  very  strong  in  the  oentral  western 
part  of  the  TJ*  S*  where  there  were  many  fine  collections  of 
coins* 

notice  of  the  death  of  the  mother  of  John  Sloane  on  May  31, 
was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  club*  Mr*  Meihhart  ordered 
that  flowers  be  sent  and  that  the  Secretary  send  a letter  of 
sympathy* 

The  letter  from  the  Buffalo  club  was  brought  up  for  discussion 
Mr*  Pittman  was  made  delegate  to  represent  the  club  at  the 
meeting  next  Monday*  The  Secretary  was  directed  to  so  Inform 
the  Buffalo  club* 

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  answer  the  Salt  Lake  City  letter 
at  his  discretion*

Mr*  Bauer  reported  on  his  last  sale,  stating  that  the  sale  was 
speedy  and  very  good,  that  is  was  a success  and  the  greater 
part  was  sold,  that  the  outstanding  feature  was  the  sale  of 
the  books  which  brought  excellent  prices  and  shdwed  a very 
healthy  and  growing  interest  in  numismatics* 

Mr*  Bauer  also  stated  that  the  slides  which  have  been  made  by 
Mr*  Newell  and  Mr*  Foster  were  of  very  great  value  to  the 
study  of  Numismatics  and  that  the  club  was  very  fortunate  to 
have  these  men  as  members* 

Mr*  Newell  reported  that  last  Sunday  he  gave  a talk  with 
slides  at  the  Lake  Avenue  Chur oh  on  thb  topic,  "Coins  of 
the  Bible"* 

The  applications  of  Mr*  Schmid  (Robert  B*)  890  Winona  Blvd 
and  Mr*  L*  B*  Cartwright  478  Arnett  Blvd*  for  membership 
in  the  R*  N«  A*  were  brought  up  for  vote*  Tellers  were 
appointed  and  upon  canvass  of  the  ballots  cast  reported  that 
each  man  had  received  18  affirmative  votes  and  thereupon 
Mr*  Cartwright  and  Mr*  Schmid  were  declared  unamlnously 
elected  to  membership  in  the  R*  N*  A.  The  Secretary  was

The  707th  meeting  of  the  R.N.A.  was  called  to  order  by 
President  Meinhart  at  8:55  PM  with  20  members  and  2 visitors 
present. The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  approved  as  read. 
Items  from  the  correspondence  file  accumulated  since  the  last 
meeting  were  read. 

President  Meinhart  read  a memorandum  from  Dr. Parker  stating  that 
he  had  several  coins  that  had  been  turned  over  to  him  that  he 
would  like  to  have  Mr. Plumb  and  Mr. Bauer  appraise. 

During  their  absence  the  following  motion. made  by  Mr  Poster  and 
seconded  by  Mr  Newell  was  passed  unanimously  to  wit:  That  George  J 
Bauer  and  Almond  H Plumb  be  elected  to  Honorary  Life  Active 
Membership  in  the  R.N.A.  with  all  rights  and  privileges  of 
membership  including  the  right  to  vote. 

This  action  was  taken  by  the  club  in  recognition  of  a long  record 
of  almost  perfect  attendence  at  meetings  and  continued  and  un- 
remitting interest  in  the  progress  and  well  being  of  the  club.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 


Article  I,  This  Association,  shall  be  known  as  the  Rochester 
Numismatic  Association,  branch  of  the  American  Numismatic  Associa- 
tion, and  Numismatic  Section  of  the  Rochester  Museum  of  Arts  and 
Sciences. 

Article  II.  The  object  of  this  association  shall  be  to  foster 
the  pursuit  of  numismatics  as  a science;  to  cultivate  fraternal 
relations  among  collectors  and  students;  to  acquire  and  dissemin- 
ate numismatic  knowledge;  to  assist  and  encourage  new  collectors; 
and  to  form  and  maintain  a cabinet  and  library  of  numismatic  speci- 
mens and  literature  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  members. 

Article  III.  Any  person  of  good  character  who  is  trustworthy 
and  accepted  by  members  of  the  association  in  accordance  with 
the  By-Laws,  may  become  an  active  member  of  this  association 
upon  payment  into  the  treasury  of  annual  dues  as  provided  by  the 
By-Laws,  together  with  any  initiation  fee  which  may  be  current. 

Article  IV.  Section  I.  There  shall  be  three  classifications 
of  membership  in  this  association.  They  shall  be  known  as 
Regular  and  Junior  memberships,  which  shall  be  active;  and 
honorary  membership. 

Section  II.  Regular  membership  shall  consist  of  active 
members  of  twenty-ome  years  or  more  who  shall  have  full  privi- 
leges and  responsibilities  of  the  association. 

Section  III.  Junior  membership  shall  consist  of  active 
members  of  seventeen  to  twenty-one  years  of  age,  inclusively, 
who  shall  have  all  the  privileges  and  responsibilities  of  the 
association  with  the  exception  of  voting  and  holding  elective 
office. 

Section  IV.  Honorary  membership  shall  consist  of  those 
members  selected  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  a quorum  meeting  of 
this  association.  Honorary  members  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
privileges  of  the  association,  with  the  exception  of  voting, 
but  shall  not  be  amenable  to  initiation  fees,  dues,  or  special 
assessments. 

Article  V.  The  officers  of  this  association  shall  consist  of 
the  president,  vice-president,  secretary,  treasurer,  curator, 
and  librarian,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  first  meeting  in 
June  of  each  year,  in  such  manner  as  is  provided  by  the  By-Laws, 
and  who  shall,  take  office  at  the  meeting  next  following  their 
election. 

Article  VI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  to  preside 
at  all  meetings  of  the  association,  to  preserve  order,  to  ap- 
point all  committees,  and  to  assume  such  further  duties  as 
usually  appertain  to  the  presiding  officers  of  assemblies. 
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Article  VII,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  vice-president  to 
preside  in.  the  absence  of  the  president,  and,  during  such 
absence,  to  perform  the  duties  of  that  officer. 

Article  YIII+  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  keep 
the  minutes  of  the  meetings  of  this  association,  to  register 
the  names  of  the  members,  issue  all  notices  required,  and  to  do 
such  correspondence  as  may  be  ordered. 

Article  IX.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  keep 
account  of  all  monies  received  and  expended  and  to  report  as  to 
the  condition  of  the  treasury  as  often  as  shall  be  required  of 
him  by  the  association. 

Article  X.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  curator  to  have  sole 
custody  and  keep  an  accurate  account  of  the  associations  numis- 
matic collection,  and  to  arrange  and  care  for  its  displays.  He 
shall  report  as  to  the  condition  of  the  collection  annually  or 
as  often  as  shall  be  required  of  him  by  the  association. 

Article  XI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  librarian  to  have 
custody  and  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  association’s 
library,  and  to  report  as  to  the  condition  of  the  library 
annually  or  as  often  as  shall  be  required  of  him  by  the  associa- 
tion. 

Article  XII.  Each  of  the  elected  officers  of  this  association 
shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  one  year.  If  any  member 
shall  take  office  at  any  time  during  the  fiscal  year  to  fill  the 
unexpired  tern  of  any  officer,  he  shall  hold  that  office  until 
the  end  of  that  fiscal  year. 

Article  XIII.  No  alteration  of  this  constitution,  either  by 
addition  or  amendment , shall  be  made  without  at  least  two  previ- 
ous written,  notices  of  the  meeting  when  the  proposed  resolution 
for  change  shall  be  acted  upon.  Action  an  this  resolution  shall 
be  taken  only  at  the  meeting  designated  in  the  written  notioes  and 
said  resolution  may  be  adopted  by  a two-thirds  affirmative  vote 
of  a quorum  of  the  active  membership  of  the  association. 

Article  XIV.  A quorum  shall  consist  of  at  least  ten  members  or 
twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  active  resident  membership  in  good 
standing,  whichever  is  the  smaller  number. 
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BY-LAWS 


Article  I,  Section  I,  The  regular  meetings  of  this  as soci ac- 
tion shall  he  held  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesday  of  every 
month  except  during  July  and  August , unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Section  II.  Special  meetings  of  the  association  shall 
be  ordered  by  the  president  upon  the  written  request  of  five 
or  more  members  ar  by  a quorum  of  the  active  membership  of  the 
association  in  regular  meeting. 

Article  II.  All  regular  members  shall  pay  the  sum  of  $>3.50  per 
fiscal  year  in  advance,  which  sum  shall  include  the  current 
annual  President’s  medal,  such  policy  to  begin  with  the  fiscal 
year  1941-1942,  unless  the  member  joins  the  association  on. 
January  first  or  later  in  the  fiscal  year,  when  one  dollar 
shall  be  full  payment  for  that  fiscal  year.  All  Junior  members 
shall  pay  the  sum  of  one  dollar  per  fiscal  year  in  advance.  Amy 
member  who  is  three  months  in  arrears  in  his  dues  shall  be 
stricken  from  the  membership  roll. 

Article  III.  Any  member  who  shall  refuse  to  conform  to  the 
Constitution,  By-Laws,  and  regulations  of  this  association,  or 
who  may  conduct  himself  unbefitting  a member  of  this  association, 
may  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  a quorum  meeting,  be  expelled,  but 
no  vote  shall  be  taken  .without  previous  written  notice  of  the 
resolution  for  expulsion.  Before  such  vote  is  taken  the  member 
under  vote  shall  be  heard  in  his  own  defense.  In  event  of  such 
member  not  being  present  when  cited  to  appear  and  not  giving 
satisfactory  reason,  he  may  be  expelled  by  a two-thirds  vote 
of  the  quorum  meeting. 

Article  IV.  Election  to  membership  shall  be  unanimous,  but 
all  other  voting,  unless  otherwise  specified,  shall  be  with 
majority  ruling.  Election  of  members  and  officers  shall  be  by 
written  ballot.  All  other  voting  shall  be  conducted  at  the 
option  of  the  members. 

Article  V,  The  fiscal  year  of  this  organization  shall  be  from 
the  last  meeting  in  June  until  the  last  regular  meeting  in 
June  of  the  subsequent  year. 

Article  YI.  Section  I.  All  committees  ordered  by  vote  of  this 
association  shall  be’  appointed  by  the  president;  all  members 
appointed  on  said  committees  must  act  unless  excused  by  a vote 
of  the  association. 
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Section  II#  The  president  shall  appoint  a membership 
committee  consisting  of  five  members.  All  applications  for 
membership  to  the  association  shall  be  read  in  opem meeting 
and  then  referred  to  the  membership  committee  who  shall  in* 
vest i gate  each  prospective  member  and  shall  bring  before  the 
association  within  two  meetings  any  applications  presented 
to  them,  together  with  their  respective  report.  All  applica- 
tions for  membership  shall  be  acknowledged  and  all  applicants 
advised  as  to  the  action,  taken,  ona  their  request  for  kembership.. 
The  membership  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the  instruc- 
tion of  new  members  in  the  policies  of  the  association  and  shall 
supply  them  with  a copy  of  the  constitution,  and  furnish  them 
with  information  on  the  advantages  offered  by  the  association. 
The  membership  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  contacting 
ill  or  unfortunate  members. 

Section  III.  The  president  shall  appoint  a nominating 
committee,,  consisting  of  three  members,  on  the  first  regular 
meeting  in  April.  Nominations  for  officers  shal  1 b,e  open  the 
first  regular  meeting  in  May  and  remain  open  until  election  be- 
gins, A slate  for  each  office  shall  be  presented  by  the  rronvim- 
ating  committee  and  other  nominations  may  be  made  from  the 
floor.

Article  VII.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  a majority  vote, 
written  notice  of  intention  for  such  alteration  or  amendment 
having  been  given  one  meeting  previous.
